As I looked back at the Golden G ate and 
followed the beautiful shore line until far from sight, I felt th at a poet 
had written tile preface to my first Pacific ocean adventure. For th a t is 
what that harbor is — a poem. 
A smooth, peaceful run. and overnight we were at the Port of Los 
Angeles for the day, to complete the passenger list of several hundred, 
ever have I seen such a gay party as gathered to farewell our ship upon 
its way. The wharf was crowded from end to end with massed people, 
and the beautiful, white liner was literally connected to shore with one 
great sheet of tiny ribboned tissue, thrown from the deck to those below.

For miles, upon departing, scores of gulls followed, their 
graceful bodies dipping to the waves, encircling the ship, and impressing 
their friendliness upon us. 
Beautiful, glorious birds — but never so 
charm ing and graceful as when escorting a ship to sea, or welcoming 
it into port. 
“The S. S. Mariposa’’ is furnished artistically and decorated in the best 
of the taste for sailing the tropics. A light airiness is evident. There is 
a delightful informality throughout. 
There are about 500 passengers 
aboard — and from many quarters of the globe, besides the United States, j 
It takes 21 days to reach Australia. I talked with a man, who Is taking j Leach s girl reporter 
the trip there with his wife, just for a rest, for he returns on this same 
ship! 
Nearly a 50 day span of peace. 
Perhaps he has solved a very 
im portant item of life. 
We have a delightful room with a lanai, or small sun parlor looking 
out to sea, and here I read, write and watch fcr hours the deep, blue 
waters of the Pacific, as our ship throws a sheet of spray th a t forms, 
lacelike along its entire length. 
Our Steward is a jolly, smiling chap, of football proportions, and very 
efficient. 
He tells me that his brother is the Chief of Police a t New 
Haven, Conn. No m atter where I move about this hotel at sea, I meet 
congenial people. That is one of the grand things about a voyage upon 
the ocean. It’s a floating democracy. One chipper, wTiite haired gentle­ 
m an is returning to his home in Australia, and he spends his time reading 
"Mein Kam pf!” 
This Pacific ocean gives you a lot to think about. It takes but four 
and a half days to reach Honolulu from Los Angeles. The new No. 18 
Clipper however made the same distance recently in a little better than 
16 hours! One advantage of this ship is th at you see plenty of ocean!

Tile musty 
smell may also come from damp 
wallpaper and wallpaper paste. 


Q This spring we made our first 
attem pt to landscape the front yard. 
Shrubs and rosebushes were planted, 
as well as a small flower garden. The 
plants had hardly begun to grow 
when they were blighted by neigh­ 
borhood dogs. 
I have placed small 
wire fences around trees and a pair 
of small box hedges, but this does 
not seem to discourage the animals. 
Is there some preparation I can use 
to abate this nuisance?

ITERALLY, I suppose that fish chowders belong to the 
soup fa rn ii v. But when a chowder is made with enthus­ 
iasm it is so thick with clams or oysters or pieces of fish that 


Clam Chowder— thick with clam*, potatoes and onions and spiced with 
ripe tomatoes is practically a meal in itself. 


it is not just a starter for a meal. It is almost the meal itself. 
Served with fresh crusty bread, a crisp green salad and a bit 
of fruit, what more could any hun­ 
gry Boul ask of a meal! 
At our house a favorite supper 
dish is oyster stew. But it is oyster 
stew with a difTnrence because it 
has tom ato in it. It is m ade this 
way: 
Tomato-Oyster Stew 
4 tablespoons butter 
I tablespoon onion, grated or 
finely chopped 
I pint oysters and oyster liquor 
I 1,4 teaspoons salt 
H teaspoon pepper 
3 cups milk, scalded 
% cup condensed tom ato soup, 
heated 
Cook the grated or very finely 
chopped onions in the butter. Pick 
over the oysters, rem oving 
bits of shell, then drain and 
reserve liquor 
Add the oys­ 
te rs to the onion and butter 
w ith the salt and pepper. 
Cook until the oysters are 
plum p and the edges begin to curl. 
Next add the hot milk and oyster 
liquor, and heat to the boiling point, 
but do not boil. Then add th # hot 
condensed tom ato soup. Mix and 
serve at once with crackers. Serves 
4- 6 . 
This next fish. soup is one that 
can he served any tim e because the 
makings are usually on hand on 
every woman’s shelf. 


Easy Fish Soup 
2 cans condensed tom ato soup 
2 cans of w ater 
2 teaspoons grated onion 
1 cup finked salmon

Get 
Insurance on 
Additional Acreage 


P ennsylvania w heat growers who 
insured th eir 1939 w heat crop under 
the governm ent’s all-risk crop in ­ 
surance plan, have until Friday to 
take out additional insurance on any 
acreage of w heat they m ay have 
seeded m ore acreage th an stated in 
their original insurance application, 
according to the state agricultural 
conservation com m ittee. 
Those farm ers who seeded more 
acres to w heat th an the num ber of 
acres set forth in their insurance 
application m ay adjust th eir total 
insured production by paym ent of 
an 
additional 
prem ium 
covering 
such excess acreage planted 
These 
paym ents m ay be m ade a t the office 
of th eir county agricultural conser­ 
vation com m ittee. 
It is not possible to insure only 
p art of a w heat crop, the com m ittee 
explained, and as a result all w heat 
produced by the farm er is counted 
as w heat from the insured acreage. 
Therefore, the farm er is urged to 
ad ju st his insurance policy to cover 
all of the acreage actually seeded to 
w heat. 
T his suggestion is m ade for th e 
benefit of the farm er. W hether or 
not he takes out this additional in ­ 
surance, his present policy insures 
him for a definite num ber of bush­ 
els of w heat.

Many 
small businessmen had been uncer­ 
tain, he said, as to whether they 
were subject to the taxes, and others 
had failed to keep records required 
by the Treasury'. 
Reporting 
numerous 
complaints 
th at the Treasury had imposed tax 
penalties in these cases which often 
amounted to "driving a m an out of 
business,” Byrnes said he would seek 
some arrangem ent to refund the 
penalties. 
He also suggested th at small busi­ 
nesses employing occasional work­ 
ers mi<"ht be exempted from the u n ­ 
employment levies. 
A suggestion for reducing taxes on 
large incomes came from Senator 
George (D.-Ga>. These levies now 
range up to 75 per cent on incomes 
over $5,000,000 and George said they 
tended to retard capital investment.

Scientists Measure 
Aluminum Absorbed 
By Food in Growth

Oklahoma City, M arch 27 (AP) — 
A powerful m otor which "went to 
pieces” was blamed by the pilot to­ 
day for the fiery crash of a twin- 
engined 14-passenger Braniff air­ 
liner which killed eight persons. 
Four persons, including the pilot, 
Capt. Claude Seaton, of Dallas, es­ 
caped with injuries in the Sunday 
m orning crash. 


I 
"The left motor wrent to pieces. I 
tried to make it back to the field, 
but we couldn’t,” Dr. H. D. Collins 
quoted Seaton. 
Federal 
investigators 
examined 
the debris of the m otor as they 
sought officially to fix the cause of 
the crash., 
"We had just taken off,” said Cferl 
Erickson of Chicago, a passenger. 
“I was sitting on the left side and 
was looking out the window. 
The 
propeller seemed to give way and 
the left m otor went bad. Then we 
crashed. 
The eight killed were trapped in 
the plane th a t burst into flames. 
The ship crashed into the ground 
just west of the m unicipal airport 
boundary lights about 3 a. rn. 
It 
just had taken off into a north wind 
when it radioed: "T urn on lights. 
Returning to field.” 
The left motor was found 20 yards 
from the wreckage. 


Aluminum is the most abundant 
of all the metallic elem ents found 


I in the earth's crust. Geologists esti­ 
m ate th at approxim ately eight per 
cent of the surface layer of the 
earth is alum inum ; about five per 
cent iron, and less than .02 per cent 
copper, lead and zinc.

Columnists and cartoonists de­ 
light to bark and bite about our 
succession of special food weeks, 
ranging from National Apple Week 
in 
November, 
through 
Hot 
Tea 
Week in January; National Cherry 
Week, in February to National Ice 
f Dream Week and National Honey 
Week, both in April. 
And National Milk and Potato 
Week in November should not be 
overlooked. 
National Cheese Week has been 
moved along in the calendar from 
its former position, November 7 to 
14, and the seventh annual anni­ 
versary has just been concluded, the 
1939 schedule being February 27 
to March 4. 
Regardless of the familiar quips 
about these national food weeks, 
the consumer can recognize many 
arguments in their favor, other than 
the commercial. 
Every homemaker 
who must plan three meals a day 
faces 
the 
danger 
of 
centering 
monotonously on one small group 
of foods, and this natural tendency 
is offset by special window or coun­ 
ter displays in stores, by feature 
articles and recipes that suggest 
interesting new uses for familiar 
foods. 
Now is an appropriate time to 
talk about cheese, since appetites 
and ambition are apt to drag in this 
difficult month, when Winter always 
seems reluctant to loose its hold. 
Cheese is an ideal and important 
food in the Lenten schedule, too. 
Actually it Is most important to 
regard a substantial cheese dish as 
a meat substitute, since authorities 
claim that the criticism “indigest­ 
ible” can be hurled at cheese only 
for two reasons: Improper cooking, 
or over-eating on cheese after a 
heavy meal of meat; ie., an over­ 
dose of proteins. 
A Concentrated Food 
Cheese is a highly concentrated 
food, five ounces of it having the 
protein, fat and calcium content of 
a quart of milk. 
Overcooking cheese, or using a 
high cooking temperature for cheese 
dishes, 
are 
every-day 
faults, 
to 
which may be traced many of the 
unfavorable 
charges 
against 
this 
nourishing food. 
Dieticians hold 
that it is a mistake to think that 
cheese is indigestible. 
Eaten in 
moderate quantity, it is said to be 
as easily assimilable as meat or 
Tsh. 
Often during the cold weather 
months, people get a real craving for 
cheese, invest in some favorite type, 
and make almost an entire meal of 
cheese, overlooking the importance 
of adding other foods. 
Complaints of “leathery" cheese 
sauce, or stringy Welsh Rabbit may 
be traced to the fault of overcook­ 
ing or cooking at too high tempera­ 
ture. 
Tile digestibility of cheese 
should be increased, rather than de­ 
creased, if the same precautions are 
taaken in cooking cheese, as in cook- 
in geggs. Specialists also stress the 
importance of shaving cheese thinly 
for macaroni, or scalloped dishes, 
grating it for sauces and many au 
gratin 
favorites. 
Scientists 
also 
smile upon the European fashion 
of serving grated cheese separately 
to sprinkle over soup and other 
dishes. 
Although 
cheese 
literally 
has 
hundreds of uses, and is gaining 
steadily in popularity, America is 
still behind other countries, in the 
“average" 
consumption 
of 
this 
nourishing food. 
The nation’s output in 1937 was 
estimated at 644,000.000 pounds with 
a slight gain last year, yet statistics 
show that the average American 
eats a fraction over five pounds 
of cheese a year, as compared with 
eight and one-half pounds consumed 
by citizens of Great Britain. 
Army Staple 
Cheese and bread were the main 
staples of the French Army during 
the World war, and apparently it 
is just as popular in Germany, for 
each German and French person 
accounts 
for 
ten 
and 
one-half 
pounds of cheese annually. As for 
other nations, the “average" Swiss 
uses sixteen pounds; the Hollander, 
fourteen and one-half; the Dane, 
thirteen; the Norwegian, ten and 
three 
quarters, 
and 
every 
man, 
woman and child in Italy gets away 
with twelve pounds of cheese a year, 
or one pound a month. 
America imports many thousands 
of pounds of cheese each year, 
mainly from Italy and Switzerland, 
in addition to the impressive total 
Dade here. The United States De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
reports 
eighteen 
basic 
types 
of 
cheese, 
divided into some 400 varieties. Wis­ 
consin leads the nation in cheese 
production, but New York is swing­ 
ing along rapidly, turning out some 
fifteen varieties. 
Cream cheese is 
a New York state favorite, while 
the typical American or “store” 
variety, really a Cheddar cheese, 
is the Wisconsin specialty. 
New York state leads in making 
domestic Camembert; Pennsylvania 
has developed an American Roque­ 
fort, made of cows’ milk, and Ver­ 
mont is known for its famous Sage 
cheese. 
A guide to consumers who enjoy 
a moist, flavory section of American 
(or “rat trap") cheese was issued 


recently by one of the Cheddar 
cheese specialists of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry. 
If the shopper pays less than 
thirty cents a pound for this cheese, 
the specialist warns, he is very apt 
to get a green cheese, bland in flavor 
and a bit rubbery in texture, be­ 
cause much of it goes on the market 
when a few weeks old. 
Both con­ 
sistency and flavor are improved in 
the ripening process, which should 
take from eight months to a year. 
The ripening adds to the price tag, 
too, for properly aged cheese is 
priced accordingly. 
High in Food Value 
As already stated, cheese is high 
in food value, dor it is rich in fats. 
in vitamin A and in proteins. It also 
yields 
calcium 
and 
phosphorus. 
Cottage cheese, which is finding a 
host of new uses, also contains 
calcium, phosphorus and vitamins 
A and B. 
It is almost impossible to list the 
varied ways of using cheese. 
It 
may be simply added to the dinner, 
in a sauce; served in slices, with 
fruit and crackers as a dessert sub­ 
stitute, or it may be made a sub­ 
stantial—and economical main dish. 
When left-over vegetables are a 
problem, disguise them in a cream 
sauce to which grated cheese has 


been added, or put the vegetables 
in a cream sauce in the oven, 
topped by grated cheese and crumbs. 
Grated cheese peps up muffins and 
biscuits 
and 
crumbled cheese is 
added to salad dressings, or to the 
salad itself. For a quick luncheon. 
or snack, slide split muffins under 
the broiler, each topped with a slice 
of tomato, thick slice of cheese and

Many are the nations and states ; 
that are responsible for the amaz­ 
ing variety in food supplies that 
have been pouring into the market 
in 1939. 
Prices are continuing to 
slump on items that would have 
been luxuries at this season not so 
long ago. 
No longer is strawberry shortcake 
reserved for balmy June days. New 
York City dwellers thought that 
Florida strawberries had reached 
an all-time low when they were j 
priced at 16 cents a pint, but the 
harvesting of a new crop sent even 
that reasonable figure toppling to 
14 cents. 
Florida also is sending fresh green 
corn, and California is contributing 
temptation with tender stalks of 
green asparagus. 
Not only are the 
Southern and Western states of this 
country sending fresh fruits and 
vegetables to market now. but Chile 
and Argentina. Cuba and Mexico, 
and even the Canary Islands, are 
contributing 
A few years ago. the j 
superior quality of this produce 
could have been matched only in 
the fanciest of grocery stores. 
The shopper who is interested 
enough to ask about the reasonably- 
priced plums, apricots, peaches and 
honeydews, finds that they were 
shipped from the very Southern 
tip of South America. 
The Canary 
Islands sent 24.000 boxes of ripe1 
tomatoes last month. 
Generous supplies of fish come 
from Canada, Maine. Long Island 
and Southern waters, with frozen 
salmon and halibut from the West 
coast.

Variations in Pancakes 
Although in America many varie­ 
ties of pancakes have been handed 
j down as a traditional heritage, in 
recent years travelers, foreign chefs, 
and residents who formerly lived 
abroad have introduced still more 
I variations ranging from the delicate 
French crepes Suzette to the Rus­ 
sian Blini.
